SURVEY  RESULTS 


Question  3 

Who  often  do  you  use  the  various 
facilities  of  the  Club? 

Two  schedules  are  provided: 

*  the  1st  includes  all  ’frequency  of  use’ 
categories,  including  the  category  ’not  at 
all’;  whilst 

*  The  2nd  excludes  the  category  ’not  at  all’. 

The  first  line  of  data  for  each  question  is 
the  actual  number  of  responses  for  each 
’frequency  of  use’  category;  and  the 
second  line  is  the  number  of  responses 
as  a  percentage  of  total  responses  across 
all  ’frequency  of  use*  categories  for  that 
question. 

Whilst  the  first  schedule  provides 
percentages  for  all  possible  answers 
(including  the  answer  ’not  at  all’),  the 
second  provides  percentages  for  each 
category  as  compared  to  the  total  actual 
usage  of  the  facility  being  surveyed. 

For  example.  158  members  responded 
they  use  the  Dining  Room  for  lunch  once 
a  month.  This  represents  23.9%  of  all 
members  who  responded  to  this  question 
(661);  and  (by  reference  to  the  second 
schedule)  29.6%  of  members  who  actually 
use  the  Dining  Room  for  lunch  (534 
respondents). 

As  would  be  expected,  of  the  469 
members  who  advised  they  use  the 
swimming  pool,  321  (68.4%)  use  it  at 
least  fortnightly.  Of  the  534  members 
who  advised  they  use  the  dining  room  for 
lunch:  only  63  (11.8%)  use  it  at  least 
fortnightly;  and  471  (88.2%)  use  it  once  a 
month  or  less  frequently.
